The slightly injured in- 
clude S. Smith and four of his family, 
Arthur Bradley, store clerk; O. Murray, 
Ed. Doyle, railway .clerk, and Bessie 
Kerr. Will Watson had' both legs 
broken. 

in St. Catharines there are no deaths, 
so far as known. The storm left a well 
delinod track of destruction behind it. 
The western arch of the City hall was 
blown into the gun sheds, carrying with 
it and pulling down the roof of the build- 
ing. Crooksliank's large barn was ua- 
roofc<l, and tlio roof of a lioardiiig house 
was carried 100 yards off. A large 
chimney was blown over on the Collegi- 
ate Institute, crashing through the rooC 
into the class room beneath. The stroot 
ear tracks and sidewalks were turiKxi up 
and dozens of other buildings were partly 
destroyed or reduced' to kindjing wood. 

Merritton, Sept 27.— Hundreds of peo- 
ple thi^nged the . streets to-day to dis- 
cuss '.yesterday's catastrophe. The vil- 
lage presents a sight long to be doraem- 
l)ercd. Not even the oldest inhabitimts 
con remember anything so awful in its 
scope, as the stonn that niinod nearly a 
(luarter of the taxable property in tlio 
village. Even yet it is almost inipos> 
sible to cstiunitc witli any degree of acf- 
curacy the damage which ^vas done. The 
inlialiitants are in a state of intense ox- 
eitenu'iit and are endeavoring to clear 
the debris which blocks the roads. In 
most cases whore property was touched 
liv the wind its destnietion was com- 
plcte. 

London, Sept. 27. — A detailed descrip- 
tion of yesterday's disaster at Merrit- 
ton says: A most exciting and pitiable 
scene of disaster was witnessed at the 
school house, the roof of which was 
taken completely ofT by the wind. Forty 
pujiils were in the building when the 
storm broke, but the presence of mind 
of the teacher. Miss Ida Smith, un- 
doubtedly saved the lives of many of 
them, wliich would otherwise have been 
lost. AVlien she saw the tornado coming 
Jliss Smith got her pupils out of tho 
building and. bade them scatter for tlieir 
lives. The little ones ran in eyery di- 
rection, but' even then they were ovei^ 
taken and struck by tho Hying timbeni 
of the roof, which foil in great masses 
all about them. Others ran homeward 
as (luickly as they could, and by good 
fortune escaped death, which threaten- 
ed tliem on every side. Those who haxl 
been struck lay under piles of splintered 
wood unable tp extricate tbemselres and 
crying in fright' or "on •tfccouut' of in- 
juries. 

Frankie Moore was the only child kill- 
ed outright, being found pinned beneath 
the timbers of the fallen roof. Beside 
her lay Lettie, Kerr, with a broken leg

Hp recounted 
many lawless- acts on the part of tlic 
insurgents, who,- ho. declares, demand 
-tribute, from everyone, .and threaten con-

Story That Casimir Perier Kosiguod 
the Presidency to Appease (Jrcr- 
ninn "Wrath at'JIall Robbery. 

Ijondoii, Sept. 27.— The Daily Newi 
this morning coniniences the publication 
of a scries of articles on the Dreyfus 
atl'air. To-day's article concerns the 
lesignation of ilr, Casimir Perier, of the 
French presidenc.v, which it describes 
as a strange and sad story. The article 
says: "The persons in the secret are 
the Kaiser, Count Von Munster, M. I)ii- 
puy, M. Ilaiiotaux, Mercier, (!en. Bois- 
deh're, Col. Si'liwarsokoppen, Count Es- 
terhazy and the late Col. Henri. 

"In December, ]Si)4, a detailed report 
of the Dreyfus affair, which Count \'on 
iMunster sent by the usual courier to 
the Kaiser, was interrupted and pho- 
tographed at the French frontier. Yet 
it reached the Emperor witlunit delay a 
few days later. This fact became known 
to the information bureau at Berlin and 
Germany ordered Count Von Munster to 
demand his passports, for the ollenco 
v^as regarded as a robbery and an of- 
fence to tlie Emperor. When Count Von 
Minister made, this demand at tlie I'al- 
aee of Elysee. irresldent Casimir Per- 
ier became OTi*'erwhehned with the sud- 
denness of the revelation. In an extr.i- 
ordinary scene he gave his word of hon- 
or in repudiating all eonn(!clion with or 
knowledge of tlie all'air, and solemnly 
promised to prevent a repetition of it. 

"Count A'ou ^luiister was satislied and 
sent a second report of this interview. 
This (loriinienl was similarly interce]ited 
and i)iiotographed, and a negativ(> given 
at the French f.ireign olllee, within 4S 
hours. Some days lalei-, (Ui .lannary 12, 
IS".)."), Count Von Munster called at the 
palace and suddenly annonnced that (ler-' 
many would iiKdiilize troops foiibwilli 
unless salisfaetion was given (in- this 
new insult. A <lranintic scene followed. 
Count "Von Minister cidlapsi'd into a 
fautenil, a prey to violi>nt feelings, re- 
proacliiiig M. Casimir Perier with hav- 
ing dishonored him in the eyes of the 
Eniiieror. 

".M. Casimir Perier was crushed and 
could not reply !\t first, but j.resently 
saiil: 'Tell y(uir Eiupcror I myself will 
give him siitisfaclioii. I do not want 
to saerilice llie c(]unlry. I will leave the 
presidency. 1 pray lhat His Majesty 
may be satislied.' 

"Two days later M. Casimir Perier 
resigned." 



SEALING RIGHTS PURCHASb:. 

Part of RettUil Policy of United States 
in Ttegard to the Commission. 

Quebec, Sei>t. 27.— There seems every 
reason to believe it is no longer .'i ipies- 
lioii as to whether or not a tn^aly will 
result from the conference, but rather 
as to how many of the points embraced 
in the iirotoeol will be disposed of. Ite- 
ciproeily is the most troublesome of the 
issuers. Some of these ar(> very near 
a satisfaetcu-y settlement, when, it is be- 
lieved, in regard t(j cilliers, siieli as a 
domestic bonding regulation, the stryiii,' 
expression of opinion on both sides of tlio 
border that the present s,vstem should 
be let alone, will go far in the decision 
of the commissioners. 

It begins to look as if the American 
government is prepared to go to consid- 
erable expense and much trouble to end 
the sealing disputes by the purchase of 
Canadian rights. A. decision to do this 
was probably arrived' at long ago, for 
when in May last; the tJnited States 
made an ' arrangement with Japan in re- 
gard to sealing in the North Pacific, one 
cf the stipulations was that in the event 
of the United Slates buying out Cana- 
dian scaling rights ,Tapan should refiiso 
registry of any vessel that might come 
over from Canada and try to make that 
country a base of operations for the con- 
tinuance of sealing. The fear of who- 
ever was rcsp(]nsible for this bit of wiih^ 
awake diploiiiaey was eviilently that 
Canadians, after selling out their rights 
as Canadians to p:niieipale in tlii' cap- 
turing of seals in l!elii-ing sea. would go 
ov(>r to ,Tapan and try to continue the 
industry under the .Tapanese flag. This 
inf(naiiat ion, which comes from sonic 
source of nnqnestioned aiithorily. proves 
lhat the -Amorieans have come to l.^ue- 
bi'C with an already formed imrpose of 
buying out the seal lisheries.

Settling again on n 
claim on French Gulch'he a few months 
iigo, after paying royalties and all other 
expenses divided .?40,000' with a partner. 
Mr. Sinclair bad a claim on Skookinn 
creek, two claims from discovery, and 
secured dirt paying $1 to the pan. .Tohn 
Speed, of Victoria, stakp<l a claim ml- 
joining his which he sold lately for !?.")()(). 
This was the second claim Mr. Sjioed 
sold during the year, the first on Ilnnkor 
having hrouglit him .?1,200. 

"The Yukon is a good country," said 
Mr. Sinclair, "but there are two groat 
detriments to the prosperity of the 
place. One is that tliero is no open and 
closed season as in Briti.sli Colnnil)ia 
where ,a dovelopment work for three 
months of the year has to be done. Tn 
the Yukon, however, the claim is what 
is called herder, that is, no more than 
u pretence Ls made at putting in tliis 
three months' work on the claims. The 
other detriment is tlmt of the recording 
of claims." '

One of the largest outfits and stocks 
purchased in AHctoria last winter by 
men bound for the A'ukon valley was 
that taken by the Oak Lake Trading 
company, composed of a number ot 
Manitobans, the leading spirit in the 
concern being Mr. AVilliain Batcman. 
Mr. Batoninn returned yesterday on the 
Danube, having waited at Dawson for 
tlie A'ukonor, desiring to return with Cap- 
tain Irving, .with whom he went North 
on the Islander in I'ebruary last. From 
all accounts the company have done very 
well. They took in a large stock of gro- 
ceries, cigars and liiiuors and being one 
of the first to reach Dawson, secured 
good prices for their goods. They in- 
vested money in the ennntrj' and will re- 
turn to look after their interests. Mr. 
Batonian has a very high opinion of 
the A'ukon valley. Of course, he says, 
many soreheads are coming out and 
damning the country, but yon meet that 
class evor.vwhoro. The country i.s very 
rich and new discoveries are being made 
all the time. There is a big supply of 
provisions in Dawson, 5Ir. Batcman 
says, and even if the 70 steamers passed 
by the Yukoner do not make the trip, 
there will be more than sutlleieiit for 
the winter. Early in the spring every- 
lliing brought big prices, but now a flairs 
are settling down to a normal basis. 

Mr. Batoman declined to disc^uss the 
charges against the A'ukon ollicials, bi^ 
yond saying that up to the time he left 
no definite charge had been made against 
Mr. Fawcett. the gold cotnmissinner.

IN LIEU OK SEALING. 

AVo dcuire once more to siiy on behalf 
of the i)eoi)lo of Victoria uud Vauoouver 
Lsliiiul, that eoiupeuBiitiou to the seal- 
ers for the ^088 of capitul invested in the 
seuling business will not be a sufflciout 
recompense for the hbolitiou of tae in- 
(luHtry. Whetlior this point haw been 
l)rousht prouiinoiitly before th-e notice of 
tile British coniuiissioners wo have no 
means ot knowing. It certainly does 
not appear to have impressed itself upon 
tbe Eastern!* press, wbick speaks of the 
abolition of pelagic sealing as something 
that can be adjusted easily enough if the 
men who own tlic .scliooiiers are made 
■\yholc for the loss on their investments. 

Tlie point to bo kept to the front is 
that if the right to take seals is surren- 
dered one, of the sources of Vancouver 
Island's prosperity will be taken away 
and a large number of people will bo de- 
linked of a moans of earning a livelihood. 
We suggest that there should be public 
compensation in addition to private com- 
pensation, and this ought to take such 
a form that it will aid in the industrial 
or commercial importance of the Island. 

Several methods may he mentioned in 
which this can be done. One of them is 
the exi)enditure by the Dominion of 
money to open the Island to , settlement. 
This might take the form" of n railway 
subsidy. Another is the establishment 
of belter connnuniciUion lielwcon the Is- 
land and tlie Mainland. The present ar- 
rangement is very unsatisfactory. What 
is neede<l is such a service that a man 
can go to Vancouver and back during tlio 
same day and vice versa. A 4-lii>ur ser- 
vice would eiialilo this to be done. By 
it a man could leave Victoria at, say, 
8 a.m., roach Vancouver at noon, and by 
leaving there on his return trip at 2 p.m. 
roacli homo l)y 6 o'clock. This could be 
done by means of a 20-knot steamer 
plying between some point near Che- 
niainus and Vancouver. The steamer 
could leave Vancouver at say 7 a.m. and 
would arrive in time to connect with the 
train from Victoria. Passengers from 
Vancouver could return to that city by 
the afternoon trip of the lioat. 

Air arrangement iif tliis Uinil would 
completely revolutionize the business re- 
luttons- of tbe two cities/ and be an ex- 
cellent thing for both. In connection 
with such a service there ought to bo a 
ferry service for the conveyance of 
freight cars, which would thus bo 
brought into the city without breaking 
bulk 

Only a small annual subsidy would be 
necessary to secure a service of this 
kind, and its establishment would do a 
great deal towards compensating the peo- 



Kanizc t.nd choose men whom they can 
trust ? 'It is senseless to find fault, and 
then sit down with foldcxl hands and 
make no efEort at reform. No more time 
should be lost in getting ready for the 
next civic election. Let us have the best 
city coiincih we can get, and lot 1S99 be 
marked by a new departure in munici- 
pal affairs. There is a good tloal to do in 
order to get ready o for; Ithe opening; of 
the next century. 



THE SOnOOL MUDDLE. 

To most people it would seem as if 
there must have been some way by which 
the deadlock between the city council 
and the school bonrd could have been 
avoided. The Colonist has already ex- 
plained how the disagreement between 
the two bodies came about, and there is 
no need just now to go over the ground 
again, although its fidl discussion will be 
necessary later. At present we think 
the main thing for all parties concenied 
to eiideavo'r to So is to so ni-range'thnt 
the school service will not be interrupted. 
It is idle to say that the people of 'N'ie- 
toria cannot afTord to have good schools. 
One thing the city council ought to bear 
in mind, namely, that if the law gives 
the school board power to determine the 
amount that shall be expended, tlie coun- 
cil has only to find the money. They 
have nothing to do w ith llu- wis<l(an or 
expediency of such an arrangement. 



RESPONSIBILITY 

OF NEWSPAPEIIS. 

Some attention is being given to what 
is called the responsibilitj' of newspah 
pers, whicli really moans their right to 
criticize public men or deal with nuitters 
that are primarily of private concern. 
Tlie question is of no great iniporlanre 
in Canada, for the journnJist who cannot 
deal with the questions of the day, with- 
ont rendering himself liable to tbe pro 
visions of tbe criminal law, had better 
select some other occupation. 

The law of Canada delinos a defam- 
atory lihel to be "matter, publi.shed witli- 
out legal justification or excuse, likely 
to injure the reputation of any person 
by e.vposiiig him to hatred, contempt or 
I'idiculc, or designed to insult the pcrsim 
to whom it is jiublished." If such mat- 
ter is published by invitation of the par- 
ty dofnmed, or if publication is made un- 
der belief that the matter is true and is 
necessary to refute some defamiitory 
statement, or if it is of matter occurring 
in a court Of justice, in parliament or a 
[)ublic meeting, it is not a libel. Neither 
is fair coniment upon public men a libel, 
nor is the i)ulilicati;)n of matter in good 
faith and to redress a wrong, or a reply 
to an injury which the person making it 
has a right to mak(^ a libel, nnd the fact 
that 'defamatory matter is true and that 
its publication was for the public hene 
tit form a good defense to a prosecution 
We think that these provisions furnish 
an ade(iuate protection to respectable 
newspapers from prosecution for crim 
inal libel. 

As to civil actions for damages, it is 
very hiird to know where to draw the 
line. We have not observetl any dispo- 
sition on the part of Canadian judges 
and juries to bear nnduly hard upon 
newspai)ers. and we are inclined to favor 
verv cnnsiderable strictness in this re- 



pie of Vancouver Island for the loss of j jjard. Newspaper proprietors ought to 



the sealing industry. , We hope our re- 
presentatives in parliament will urge it 
upon the attention of the federal gov- 
ernment. 



MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 

Wc hope the property owners and tax- 
Jjaycrs of Victoria are turning their at- 
tention to municipal politics more closely 
than they !iav(> hitherto done, judging 
from the manner in which the affairs of 
the city have been carried on. To lind 
fault is one of the easi("st things in the 
world. The Colonist is disposed to think 
that the present and previous city coun- 
cils' have (lone as well as tlie members 
thereof know. Serious errors of judg- 
ment have been made, and on more than 
one occasion there has been reason to 
think that personal or other improper 
motives have warped the judgment of 
aldermen; but we believe the general de- 
sire has b'ecn to, do what seemed right. 
Where the trouble came in has I)(>en that 
the majority of the aldermen either have 
not known what was right or have not 
known bow to set about to do it.' 

Good men, the very bejit available 
men, are needed in the city council, and 
they ought to \w men who have some 
idea of how things are carrieil on in 
other cities. The services of such iieo- 
ple can only be secured when the people 
who arc interested make up their minds 
to elect tbem. We are all agreed that 
things ar(> not satisfactcu'y in Victoria. 
The majority of us would not know how 
to go about rectifying grievances, but the 
case is surely not Iieyond remedy. Three 
matters call ospeeitilly for attention at 
this time — the condition of tlie streets, 
tlio lire department and the water supply 
for domestic purposes. If these do not 
receive attention at an early day, <'very 
interest in the city will sufCer. The car- 
rying out . of. a proper policy on these 
subjects mpMiiH that ' a large 'sum of 
money must be expended. When it was 
proposed last year to lay oUt ?100,000 
on the streets, the by-law was defeated, 
and most pcojile said that the reason 
WHS the unwillingness of the taxpayers 
to trust so much nu>ne}[ > in the hands of 
an incompetent coun'cil. ' If 'thl8"waH the 
reason, we ought to have s(H'n an effort 
made to get n. better council for this 
year; but so little conlidenco had the 
taxpayers in the new body that when' 
they were asked to ' entrust them with' 
$15,000 to expend in fixing up the wafer- 
works reservoir, they (lecliiu^<l to do so. 

'I'hingH cannot go on this way iiideli- 



be given to understand that they cannot 
by giving the charge or their properties 
into the bands of irresponsibb' employees 
escape the consetiucnces of the publica- 
tion of matter calculated to do injury 
to their fellow subjects. It is sometimes 
the case that men of means and appar 
ent respectability place reckless nnd nu- 
prineipUHl men in a position to vilify 
political opponents through tbe public 
press. .Ml respectable journalists would 
be glad to see this thing prevented 
' There <»is another class of published 
matter for which a civil action lies, 
namely statements made in the ordinary 
course of jirinting the news of the day. 
Experience shows that very little danger 
is to be apprehended from this cause by 
careful newspaper men. The news 
gathered by the press associations can- 
not be verified by each now.spaper e<litor, 
but in this case the news agency is 
usually able and ready to protect its 
patrons from any loss that they maysus^ 
tain in consequence of the publication of 
f.ike statements. In respe<-t to local 
news or that furnished by the paper's 
own correspondents, the care exercised 
in getting matter and the guarded man 
ner in which statements admitting of 
doubt lire jirintcd arc usually snlllcient 
protectimi to tlu' public, the individual 
immediately concerned and the news 
fiaper. Tlu> general pulilie has a very 
I inadequate idea of the care e.\(>rcised in 
j a well-ccniducted newspaper to avoid Ih 
I pnblic-alion of fake statements. An im- 
! pressiiin prev.-iils that to hear a piece o 
j news is all a reporter asks, nnd that it 
i.s forthwith printed. The fact of the 
matter is that the greatest care is al 
ways taken to verify statements of a 
personal character and that iinite a 
much news of thi.i character if* "killed 
because it cannot be verified as is pub- 
lished. It after every care has been ex 
ercised to get the truth abeut a matter 
of pulilic interest, some one is injured 
by its publication, we think most juries 
would be disposed to deal reasonably 
with a newspaper in awardihg damages. 
No newspaper would ask to be re!ieve<l 
of all liability for having in point of fact 
done actual injury to a person by the 
publication of untrue :,_statemouts, hoW' 
ever unwittingly. 

On the whole wo think thnt newspa- 
per proprietors and editors have no cause 
to complain of the law of criminal or 
civil libel as it stamls in Canada. Furtlv- 
er laxity would be full of danger. The 
law is meant: as a. check upon unprlrt- 
eiplcd and careless men, and these would 
be pnunpt to take a base advantjige of 
any action by the legislature in the di- 



nitely. If tin- taxpayers cannot trust the 
coiinell with the expenditure of money I rection of giving newspapers any greater 
for ncciicd objects, why do they not or? j lutUude, than they now enjoy. - 



SYNTHETIC CnBMISTIlY. 

Some sciei'.tiQc people have been cal- 
culating the length of time mankind can 
reckon upon raising sufllcient crops to 
keep them alive, and have reached the 
conclusion that the middle of the ne.^t: 
century will be the extreme limit because 
all the fertile soil will then bo 
cultivation and therefore that 
it is highly necessary to look 
around for some other means of 
providing food. Wc are not greatly dis- 
turbed at the apparent nearness of the 
date, because such calcidations have 
usually a very weak'si>ot in'tbem. As- 
riculture is only in its infancy, although 
it is as old as the race itself.' In France 
every acre [iroduces enough to support 
an individual, that is on the average of 
cultivated nnd pasture lanil. In the Uni- 
ted States eight acres are roquireil, and 
a little less is called for in Canada.. 
Closer cultivation and tlie use of eiir 
silage for cattle instead of pasturage will 
vastly increase the ability of the land to 
supiiort people. Tbe ei'onomical use of 
land is almost an untried problem out 
side of China, .lapan and a few portions 
of Europe. 

But if our scientific people have been 
in a hurry to fix the date of when the 
race will produce less than it needs, they 
have been prompt to suggest a rcmetly, 
and this lies in the artificial production 
of food products. Artificial albumen has 
been produced in chemical laboratories, 
and with this beginning no good reason 
exists why artificial food products of 
all kinds may not be turned out to order. 
Some of us who have lived in large 
cities are already familiar with what 
may be called artilicial milk, but this is 
not the kind which the chemists jiropo.se 
t(i produce. Their will lie as good as tbe 
liest yiehl of the highest pricK-d .Tersey 
cow. Their artificial beefsteak will be 
(s\\\a\ to the best porterhouse cut froiU 
tli.> finest stall-fed steer. Their butter 
will be gilt-edged. They chum also that 
there will be no microbes in the ne« 
food. Let no one imagine that this is 
not seriously meant, for it is. Modern 
chemistry claims to be able to take ele- 
mentary materials and do with them 
what plants nnd animals do, that is con- 
vert them into food products. 

In this connection an interesting thing 
may be mentioned. So far as we can 
judge, everything we eat hnn at some 
stage passe<l through the vogeUiblc coni- 
ilition. Nature is the greatest of all chem- 
ists. She selects from the atmosphere 
what she needs to make food for man 
nnd beast, and puts it thn>ugh her wons 
derful ptocesses. The chemists claim that 
they can dispense with Nature. Since 
they have learned to solidify air and even 
pure oxygen, they see no reason why 
they should not do everj-thing with th<. 
nt.nuispbere that plants are able to do. 
They claim that they will be abl(> to take 
the nitrogen and the carbon contained in 
the air and convert it directly into what 
is not simply something like, bnt is al- 
iiuinen, which not only looks as if it 
would support life, but actually will sui>- 
port it. There is nothing much more re- 
markable than this. 

EAST KOOTENAY. " 

The wealth of East Kootenay is only 
imjierfectly known. Rossland nnd Slo- 
can have hitherto attracted so much at? 
tcntion that people have not paid the 
more easterly section of the province tlie 
attention which it de-serves. This was 
in part due to the lack of means of com- 
munication, but chiefly, we think, to the 
operation of tbe atiov(> mentioned cause. 
Vet of the two regions there was until a 
few years ago gri'ater cause to expect 
development in the eastern than in the 
western. 

The opening of the Crow's Nest rail- 
way for tratlic w.ill stimulate the explor- 
ation of the former, and we look with 
cimfidence for great development there. 
There is no use in attempting to make 
comparisons. In fact it would be hope- 
less to do so, for no one can measure the 
possible wealth of West Kootenay. Its 
progress has hardly fairly begun. But 
if it keeps ahead of what East Kootenay 
promises to be like it will be a wonder 
imleed. 

Many prophecies wore made a couplo 
of years ago as to the future of this 
southeastern corner of British Oolumbia, 
and wise folks used to shake their heads 
over them as being wholly improbable. 
We do not believe there was the least 
exaggeration in them. We do not bo- 
lii>ve there is on the earth a richer min- 
eral country than that comparatively 
small part of this provlncejying between 
the Okanagnn on the -west, and the 
Rockies on the east, tbe International 
boundary on the south and the main line 
of the C. P. B. on the north. AVp siiy 
comparatively small; but in point of fact 
it is a tolerably good sized piece of tei^ 
rilory. It contains about •l."),0()0 square 
miles, that is, it is iis big as New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia put together. 

"Why has not .\meriean capitul sought 
the rich regions of O-ntnil America and 
the tropical countries beyond?" This 
may seem a hard conundrum to th(> 
Philadelphia Press which propounds it, 
but to outsiders the answer that sug- 
gests itself is that both American capi- 
tal nnd enterprise have had hithertx) 
about all, they could attend to at home. 
If not, why iiris so' much' foreign capital 
lieen imported? 

It is worthy of mention that the 
Grand .Tury, at the last assizes, urge<l the 
inspectloii of stationary nnd portj»ble en- 
gines. The accident to Poter Grice 
shows the value of this presonfmeiit. 
and illustrates the mistake which i.iniiy 
people make in supposing that Grand 
.Turies are of no practical value. 

The Pree Press Bulletin, of Winnipeg, 
quotes Attorney-General Martin as say- 
ing that the latest judicial apiwintment 
in this province is one of the b(>Ht the 
government ever made and will give uul- 
.ycrsnl satisfaction. Oh, Joseph.

THE TRADES CONGRESS. 

Protest Against Prison Labor— Importa- 
tion of Nova Scotia us to Brit- 
ish Colinnbin, 

At the last day's session of the trades 
and labor congress at Wiimiiicg, a reso- 
lution, moved by P. C. Chotel and O. 
Belanger, was passed, condemning prison 
labor emiiloyed by the Dominion, Ontario 
and tjui'bee governments in competiticju 
with honest labor, and re(iucsting the 
labor organizations to make all possible 
efforts to defeat such governineuts unless 
steps are taken to abolish i>rison labor. 
The seconder spoke of the evil c(nii- 
plained of as existing iii the province of 
(iueboc owing to the competition of re- 
formatory, penitentiary and charitable 
institutions which are exempt from tlixa- 
tion. 

The cuicstion was further discussed on 
lines inilicaled by Delegates Watson, 
Fatzpatrick, of Montreal; Cowan, Small, 
Flett, Keycs, Wilks and others. Dele- 
gate Plett regarded the suggestion re- 
specting colonization roads as inqiracti- 
cable, involving expcn.se for penal vans, 
stations, numerous guards, etc. Dele- 
gate Keyes, of Montreal, wanted the 
motion to pass. lie held that it was 
the iiolilical lieeler.s in the labor move- 
ment who kept things as they are. He 
also remarked that nothing need be ex- 
pected from the Liberal government in 
aid of the labor classes. 

The motion was unanimously earned. 
LABOR FROM OTHER PROVINCES 

It was moved by .Tames Wllks and 
seconded bv .1. II. Watson that tlie con- 
gress instruct the executive committee 
to exert its inlluence upon tlie legisla- 
tures of the different provinces to secure 
legislation that will annul and invalidate 
any contract or agreement by which 
lalior is, or may be, imported into any 
particular |)rovinco from any other. 

The motion was discussed at some 
length. The object intended to be served 
was stated by Delegate U. Smith to be 
to prevent mining contractors sending 
from British Columbia to Nova Scotia, 
wh( re men an' paid $1.50 n day, and in- 
ducing them by oilers of $'2.50 a day to 
enter into a contract to go West, where, 
on their arrival, thoy find thnt they have 
been deluded, and that their pay is 
really less than they had been receiving 
in tlie Kast. , , , 

After various objections had been 
raised, the motion was referred back to 
the committee for modification. 

ALIEN LAHOU L.VW. 

.1 A. Flett moved, sccoiidi'd by T. II. 
Fitz|iatrick: "That it be an instruc- 
tion to the executive of this congress to 
wait on the Canadian commissioners in 
session in the cily of Quebec, exiiressing 
the views of this congress on the alien 
liil)or law of this rountry, as a measure 
eiitirelv niisatislactory to tbe working 
peoiile" i>( this country, ino|ierative in 
its niacbincry and nnsought by organr/cd 
labor, but that our desire is that a law 
be eiMu tcd preventing the importation 
into Canada of any person or persons 
under contract." 

After a long discussion, the mover 
agreed to strike ont from flic motion the 
words " nnsought by organized labor, 
and to substitute " unsought by the 
Trades and Labor Congress of C.anada, 
and tbe motion as then amended was 

adojitcd. • 

ROYAL COMMISSION. 

Parliament Buildings In<iuiry Further 
Adjourned Until Next Month. 

Yesterday's sitting of the Roy.al Com- 
mission on the parliament buildings' ex 
pcnditnres was a short one. only one wit 
ness lieiiig examined before adjournment 
was reached. The next sitting was post 
polled until October 10 to afford time 
for the extension of the stenographer' 
notes and to allow iicuple who may be in- 
terested in the proceedings to read all 
the eviilence and be in a position, if they 
wish, to give evidence when the commis- 
sion next meets. 

Mr. J. McB. Smith, provincial audi 
tor-general, was called to give evidence 
as to the payment of the amounts' under 
inqnirv to the Adams estate and to 
Kichard Drake. He produce<l the vouch 
er for the payment of $30,000 to the es- 
tate of F. Adams, and explained that tlie 
bodv of the document was in his hand- 
writing-all but the signature and cer- 
tificate. The authority he had for the 
drawing of this voucher was the order- 
in-council dated February 1, .1898. As 
to the voucher on which thft payment to 
Richard Drake was made of $3,414.87 it 
was drawn under the instructions of the 
minister of finance, who certified to it. 

This in effect was all the evidence that 
Mr. Smith was called upon to give, and 
.Mr. Belyca then stated that he had writ- 
ten to both Mr. Tumor and Mr. Martin 
that their names had been used m the 
evidence given before the commission 
and asking tliem to attend. He under- 
stood that the notes reached these gen- 
tlemen during the forenoon. The com- 
missioner remarked that Mr. lurnei 
and Mr. Martin showld bo in a position 
to see the whole of the evidence and 
indeed nnv one affected should also liav 
till!-, opportiinilv. Mr. Belyca Mgr?ed to 
this and it was decided that the official 
reporter's notes should be extended and 
the evidence placed in the Supreme 
court registrar's olUce, where any om 
might have access to it free of charge, 

Mr. II. Dallas Ilchncken, Q.C., whr 
was preseint, though niiolllcially, said 
that this was just the suggestion he w 
going to make, and he hoped that a long 
enough adjournm(>nt would be given to 
allow any people interested to read the 
evidence. 

The commissioner then adjourne<l llu 
inquiry until October 10, at 11 a. m., 
and remarke<l that if any one wished to 
intervene to make a st.afement they 
would be at liberty to do so. However, 
ho wished it understood that there would 
be no further adjournment tinless for 
good reason as he wished to close the 
proceedings as soon, as possible.

With the object of obtaining the views 
of hotel men and busiaess hoiisos more 
dirottly interested iu the matter, a niun- 
bep of loading lirnis und hotel proprie- 
tors were asked yesterday to state what, 
in their opinion, would be the general 
ofTect ou the citj' slioidd a prohibitory 
law bo put iu force. The opinions t'x- 
pressed are summed up in the short in- 
terviews which follow: 

"What would fho result be so far as 
we are e.onceriicd ':' " — Air. Joseph Loe- 
weii, of the \'ictoria-Phoenlx Brewing 
Co., rei)eated the question that'had been 
asked him. " Why, in the first place, 
;t wotild throw 25 hard-working men out 
of I'lnployiiient, depriving them of the 
oiiportuiiity to earn by honest effort the 
nieans of siii)[)ort for tliomselvos and 
those dependent upon them. It would 
necessitate Hieir leaving Victoria, with 
tlioir families, and so reduce just so 
much the popiiliition contributing to the 
iiiitiuteaunce of the city, increasing pro- 
portionately the obligations upon the 
rest of the citizens. It would render 
valueless the costly property in which 
the stockholders of the company bjiye 
invested their capital, and deprive them 
of their source of income. Compensation 
cannot constitute a fair settlcnieiit, for 
compensation would not he obtaiiiiil)le 
for the hardship.s and privations that 
would be entiiilcd tijion the workers 
through the cutting oH of their source 
of bread-winning. And where would 
<'ompensation be bad for the loss to the 
city ill useless property or the consequen- 
tial de|)rcciiition in value of 'all .4>ther 
liidperties that woald have to make up 
the lost revenue '.' So fiw as wo are con- 
ceruud, it would simiily be cutting off a 
very considerable reveiiuo to the city and 
to the business <if tlie city, and at tbe 
same time sending from Victoria, to build 
111) some other I'ligcl Sound city, at our 
expense probably, an appreciable portion j 
of the wiige-eaniing population." 

Though individually it would not mat- 
ter to him if he never saw another drop 
of liijuor, yet Mr. R. Seabrook, of K. 1*. 
Itithet & Co., Ltd., took the view that 
prohibition would not bring the beiielits 
tliiit the peiiplc who were working for 
that principle Iioiied. Of course, ns ho 
poiiitcil out, the linn has a very extensive 
business in sliiiipiiig, in groceries nnd in 
itlier line, but, as lie put it, " Vmi can- 
not injure aii.v one line of business wilb- 
ont burting all the <'ity." rrobiiiition 
would strike tbi' slii[)piiig linsiness a 
bard blow, and would slop a very large 
IKirtioii (if the shipping now coining to 
Victoria. Every line of trade lieliied to 
ter other lines, lint strike a blow nt 
Victoria's shipiiiag, and it meant stagna- 
tion in business, and the people who 
were now crying out for probiliitioti 
would liad themselves without eiiiploy- 
lueiit. just a« Well lis the rest of the citi- 
zens. For his part, he could nut see 
how any other result could follow. 

Mr. .1. II. Turner, lu'ad of the wliide- 
salo firm of Turner, Heetoii & Co., ex- 
pressed tbe view that to ptit iirohibition 
ill force would have ii most prejudicial 
effect on property vahies and business in 
Victoria. Victoria depends very largely 
on the shipping business for its prosjier- 
ity. iind it must be n'incmbered that 
were it not for wines and liiiuors, wlii( h 
help to aiuke up largel.v the freight of 
sailing ships from tbe idd conntry, a very 
large aiiioiiiit or business would he lost 
to Victoria. "Wines anil liipiors conn' by 
sailing vessel dirci-l, because tlie freight 
is cheaper tli;in that way thai hy rail 
iieross the continent, und were it not 
for lliis kind of eargi). tlicrc would be 
viM-v nuK-li fewer fliarters. One of the 
chief iniliistrios here is tbe shipping 
trade, and to lessen the iniiiiber of ships 
would mean to decrease the volume of 
the trade in niitlitting vessels. It would 
bo found that to injure the shipping in- 
dustry meant to injure the city, and 
couBeiiuciitly property values would de- 
clino. It would injure tho civic revenue 
also, for the auioiints paid in for whol(>- 
siile iiinl retail licences would lie cut olf. 

'I'hi- pr<iprietor of the Pallas hotel, Mr. 
Willituu .Tenscn, when asked what effect 
prohibition would have on bis business. 
aiiKwered thnt it simiily meant that he 
would stpi> out of business, as without 
II bar 11 lirst-cliiss hotel could not he run 
ill Victoria. rroliiliition would be very 
detriineiital t<i the city as a whole; people 
would not come here; travellers and 
tourist trade would full away, ami luisi- 
iiess w<iuld couseiiucntl.v suffer, and a 
large aiiioiint of uiiiiroductive iiropcrty 
would be thrown on tbe market and help 
bring down the value of other property. 
I'rohibitioii was iint iip|ilicahle tii Ibis 
couiitrv, and he could sa.v, iificr living in 
Victoria for the past '2li .vcars that under 
the iires(!nt system of licences there was 
less erhne in Victoria. IlifHigb a sca-port 
town, than in any olher place of the 
same size nil the continent. 

"What would this town do without 
good iii'comnioilatioii for trav(>ll'-M-s .■' ' 
asked Mr. .T. A. Virtue, of the Mount 
Baker hotel, when called upmi for bis 
i)])inion on the effect he thought prohi- 
hiliou would have on tbe city. "People 
wlio are travidliuK want eonifortablo nc- 
cominodiitioii at hotels und that is cer- 
tainlv what they will not get if pro- 
bibltion comes. It would be impossible 
(0 carry on a first class hotel witlunit ii 
bar, and consequently I should simply 
close up my hotel and go out of the 
business, and so would every other first 
class hotel. Prohiblti6n would simply 
kill the town,- for^'wlthoiit good hotels 
tourists would not. come here and that 
wmild affect all classes of business. Tnka 
for exnraple the. amount of money the ho- 
tels ' spend among the various trades- 
men of the city— all these buslneases 
would Bufler, the meat markets, furni- 
ture HtorPs. fiTOf:orlcs nnd ntlier linos 
which now do a large trade in supplying 
hotels. Everybody from haekinoii and 
newsboys to the big wholesido houses, 
would suffer." 

"If prohibition comics I might just ns 
well close up." was the verdict of Mr. 
O, ,T, Hnrri.son. manager of the Hotel 
Victoria. " It, is imposHihle to carry nn 
a first class hotel wlthniit a liar, as the 
liar rovenuo with the gtuiortil receipts is 
required to enable us to carry on a good 
hotel. Then if hotels are poor, people 
will not onme here; pronorty will drop In 
raluc, und the town will be dead,"

Mr. L. I'ither. of the wholesale wine 
and liijuor linn of Pither & Lciser, said 
that of course his firm was interested in 
not having iirohibitioii hero as it would 
kill their business, but the effects would 
be more far reaching and disastrous to 
the city. He )n-edicted a drop in the 
value of iirojicrty, especially hotel pro- 
perty in tbe city which would depreciate 
a hundred per cent. This would seri- 
ously affect other branches of business 
and tourists would give Victoria the go 
by.' ' Incidentally Mr. Pithcr mentioned 
another evil that would follow a pro- 
hibitory law.' The hotels and ' bars of 
British Columbia are noted now for-thc 
fine class of liquors dispensed to the pub- 
lic, but with prohibition, there would bo 
the smuggling in of inferior liquors to 
take the place of the legitimate trade 
thnt was killed, and the results would 
bo anything but happy or beneficial. 

While particularly pointing out tliat he 
did not seek to make the bar a leading 
feature of the hotel, but only kept it be- 
cause the Iravelling public demanded the 
accommodation, Mr. Stejilieii .Tones, 
proprietor of the Dominimi hotel, said it 
was impossible to conduct a hotel suc- 
cessfully without a bar. Temperance 
hotels were inferior and a failure every- 
where. Victoria had perhaps for its size 
the best iioiiular priced hotels in Can- 
ada, but tlu'y could not be run without 
bars. The travelling public had to be 
catered for, and just us soon as you 
cease to catch their tastes, the hotels 
had better close for they could not hope 
to succeed.

"With the capture of Onulurman and 
Khartoum and the flight of Khalifa Ab- 
<}ullahi, the Egyptian Soudan has been 
freed from a sanguinary tryauny. The 
dervishes can never again harass the 
British mid Kgyptiaus on the iS'ile with 
their predatory raids, for their army has 
been wiped out, their black standard luis 
been captur(>(l, and their leader;! arc des 
tined to be fugitives until they become 

,D_ri80ners. At last the murder of (iordon 
is'aveuged, and the last of the Moluuu- 

; jnedan strongholds in Africa is practie- 

, ally- destroyed. 
5 It .wns "the infonnation brought by K'l- 
dolf C. Slatin Pusha of the Khalifa and 
bis, followers: that made the British re- 
solte to uendjdut the present e.vpedition 
under Sir Herbert ^Kitchener for the 
re-conquost of the Soudan and for the 
avenging of tbe 'deatbVof Gordon. Sla- 
tin was loaded ^vith favdra.by the Khe- 
dive, and went along with- the expedi- 
tion, attachcil to the intelIiB<»nce depart- 
ment to meet once more the' barbaric 
tyrant whose slave he had been. l'oi> 
haps no one know more of the iutornal 
history of this country than Slatin 
Pasha, for he has witnessed the whole 
of that remarkable military inoveMi.Mit 
which began nearly twenty years ago 
and resulted in the fall of Klinrloum 
and the establishment of the :\liiluli's 
power. 

An Austrian by birth, he entered the 
Egyptian army in 1S78, under the direc- 
tion of Oeneral Gordon. lie oci upii'il 
a high position of iiuthority until the 
Egyptian rule was overthrown; but dur- 
ing the memoriible campaign which cost 
Gordon his life and excited so i)rofonnd 
an interest throughout the world, he 
was captured. After spending nionrhs 
of imprisonment and enduring numy 
hardships and indignities, he was forced 
to enter the^Mahdl's service, and for a 
time was -treated by him witli a cerr.\in 
show of confidence. Compelled nominal- 
ly' to adopt the religion of tlio Moham- 
inedans, nc was in all ways obliged to 
appear ia one of themselves, and this 
life cpntinned. until 1895, when he made 
his escape under most romantic eircum- 
stances. 

A few moullis later hia account of his 
oxporieneos was published under the lille 
of "Fire and Sword in the Soudan, ' the 
English translation being by Af-ijor \'\ 
U. Wingate. Inasmuch as Sir Herbert 
Kitchener's briiliuiit victory has at- 
tracted the attention of the world to 
that country, Slatin Pasha's vivid story 
<)f his fourteen years' captivity, told iii 
the voijime published by I'M win Arnold, 
New York, has special interest, giving 
an idea of the despotic rule of Kalifa 
Abdullahi and of the wretchedness of the 
inhabitants under his merciless sway. 
Here is bis account of the demoralized 
condition of the garrison at Khartoum 
when - they were 'besieged by the der- 
yishes and were anxiously awaiting re- 
inforcements: 

"Gordon had done his utmost to hold 
(he town; he had made a paper currency; 
bad distributed decorations and honors 
almost daily, in order to keep up the 
hearts of the garrison; and, as the po- 
sition had become more desperate, ho 
bad made almost superhuman efforts to 
induce the troops to hold out; but des- 
pair had taken possession of them. "What 
was the use of all these decorations now; 
what good were all tlieir ranks and hon- 
ors? . . . Gordon's pnnnises were no 
longer credite<l; if but one steamer with 
a_ few English oUicera had reached the 
Xile, the troops and inhabitants would 
have doubted no longer, and they would 
have been convinced that Gordon's words 
were true. But what could Gordon do 
single-handed, and without the assist- 
ance of any European olllcers; it was 
impossible for him to look to everything, 
nor had he the means of seeing that his 
orders were carried out to his satisfac- 
tion." 

Very slight resistance was made to the 
Mnhdi's army when the attack was made 
on Khartoum, and most of the troops 
laid down their arms. Numliers of the 
Egyptlnns were masisacred. Gordon's 
death is thus narrated: 

"Once the line of the "White Xile was 
crossed, the great mass of the enemy 
rushed toward the town. 'To the palace! 
to the church' was the cry, for it was 
here they ext>octcd to lind" the treasure 
and Gordon, who had so long defended 
the city against them, and had, up to 
that day, defied all their efforts. The 
.palace servants, who livcnl in the base- 
ment, were instantly niassacretl; and 
Gordon "himself, standing on the top of 
the steps leading to the divan, awaited 
the approach of the Arabs. Taking no 
notice of his .question", 'Where is yom 
master, the Mabdl?' the first man uji 
the steps plunged his huge spear into his 
body; bo fell forward on h!^ face, with- 
out uttering a word. His murderers 
dragged him down the steps to the pal- 
ace entrance; and here his head was 
cut off, and at once sent over to the 
Mahdi, at Omdurman, while his body 
was left to the mercy of those wild fan- 
atics. Thousands of those inhuman crea- 
tures pressed forward merely to stain 
their swords and spears with his blood, 
and soon all that reniaine<I was a heap 
<jf mangled flesh. For a l<mg time stains 
«f blood marked the spot where this 
atrocity took place; and tlie steps, from 
top to bottom for weeks bore the same 
sad traces, until they were at last wash- 
ed off, when the Khalifa decided to make 
the palace an abode for his former a id 
future wives. 

"When Gordon's head was brought to 
the Malidi, he remarked he would have 
been better pleased had' they taken him 
njive; for it was his intention to convert 
him, and then hand him over to the Eng- 
lish government in exchange for Ahmed 
Arabi Pasha, as ho had liope<i that the 
latter would have been of assistance to 
him in helping him to conquer Egypt. 
My own opinion,'' however, is that this 
regret on the part of the. Mahdi was 
merely assumed; for had he expressed 
any wisih that Gordon's life should be 
spared, no one would have dared to dis- 
obey his orders." 

To Slatin Pasha, who was a captive at 
the time, the news of Gordon's death 
was communicatoil by t-vvo niossengors 
bearing his head in a napkin. The cru- 
elties and atrocities perpetrated in the 
terrible massaree which followed Gor- 
don's d"ath are beyond description: 

"Mu.i' and female slaves and young, 
good-looking women of the free tribes 
alone were sji.iii'd; and if some others 
succeeiled in escaping, tliey had only to 
thank a lucky cliauce which saved them 
from the merciless bloodshed of that 
awful day. Not a few resolved to put 
an end to their own lives; among those 
was Alohammed Pasha Hussein, the 
bead of the finance, who, standing be- 
side the dead bodies of his only daugliter 
nnd lu-r husband, was urgeii by some 
friends to lly with thiMii and let the 
wave him; but he refused. They Iriihl 
take him by force; but, in a loud voi(,., 
li(> bcaiied curses on the Maluli and his 
followers, and some fiiniitic'S piissing by 
«oon despatcbed him. Several ijcopU 
wore killed by llieir former serv.niis, 
who, having preVir)usly joined the enemy, 
now acted as guides to the wild hordes 
thirsting for blood, pitindcr, and 
pine. .,",►: 

Tlie fate of the survivors was not ycry 
:^ueh better: .'..rrv.''. • '■ -•' '.• <■'■"■■■■ 



When all the houses were occupied, | 
the search for treasure began, and no | 
excuse or denial was accepted; whoever | 
was suspected of having concealed 
money (and the majority of the iiih.'ibit- 
ants had done so) was tortured until the 
secret was ilisclosed, or until he succeed- 
ed in cuuvincing his tornieutors that he 
had done iiotliiiig. There was no siiar- 
ing of the lash; the unfortunate iicople 
were flogged until their llosli hung down 
in shri'ds from their bodies. Another 
t(n-ture was to tie men up by their 
thumbs to a beam, and leave them 
ilaiigliiig in (he air till they became un- 
Liiiisciuu.-,; or two small pliant Mi>H of 
bamboo were tied horizontally to their 
teini)les, and the two ends, before and 
behind, being joined together and twist- 
ed as tightly as possible, were struck 
with vibrating slicks, which produced 
agony incxprcssibh^. Every .woman of 
an advanced age was tormented in this 
way; and the most sensitive parts of 
their bo.dies were subjected to a si)ecies 
of torture which it is impossible for me 
to describe here. Sullici.' it to say that 
the most appalling methods were resorted 
to in order to discover hidden treasure, 
"i-'oung women and girls only were 
exempted from these abominable tor- 
tures, for no other reason than that such 
atrocities iiiight interfere in some man- 
ner with the object for which they had 
been reserved. All such were put aside 
for the harem of the Malidi, who. on 
(ho actual day of the conipiest, made his 
selections, and turned over the rejected 
ones to his khalifas anil principal emirs. 
This iiicking and choosing continued for 
weeks together, until the households of 
these libidinous and inhuman scoundrels 
were stockeil to overllowiiig with all (he 
unfortunate youth and lieaiity of the 
fallen city." 

The Mabdi's death was followed by 
the accession of Khalifa -Vbdullahi, who 
has just been defeated. lie was, from 
the beginning, Slatin's real master, and 
it is into his adiniiiistrutiiiii that the 
book gives fullest insight. Of his ap- 
pearance' and personality the writer says: 

" He joined the Mahdi at the age of 
I!."), and was (hen a slim and aedve, 
though powerfully built man; but lat- 
terly he has becinne very stout, and his 
lightness of gait has long since disai)- 
peari'd. He is now -l!) years of age, but 
looks considerably older, and the hair 
of his beard is almost white. At times 
the expression of his face is one of 
charming aiiiiabilily, but more generally 
it is one of dark sternness, in wliicli 
tyranny and unscrupnlous resolution are 
unmistiikably written. He is rash and 
(luii'k-tempered, acting often wKlioiit a 
inomeiit's consideration, and when in this 
mood even his own brodier dares not 
approach liini. His nature is suspicious 
to a liegrce to ever.v one, his nearest 
ri'latives ami iiieniliers of his household 
incbided. He admits lliat loyally and 
lidclily are rare (|uali(ies, and (bat 
those who have »o deal with him invari- 
ably conceal their real feelings in order 
to gain their own ends. He is most sus- 
ceptible to flattery, and eonsequently re- 
ceives an inordinate amount from every, 
one. No one dares to speak to him 
without referring, in (he most fulsome 
terms, to his wisdom, power, justice, 
geiierositi and truthfulness. He accepts 
(his absurd adulation with the greatest 
pleasure and satisfaction; but woe to 
Iiiiii who in the slightest degree offends 
his dignity. • ♦ ♦ Abdullalii's 
pride ami confidence in his own jiowers 
are indescribable. He firmly believes 
that he is capable of doing anything and 
everydiing; and, as he pretends to act 
under Diviiu' inspiration, lie never hesi- 
tates to approjiriate the merits of others 
as his own. ♦ * * uj.^ character 
is a strange mixture of malice and 
cruelty. He delights to annoy and 
cause disappointment, and he is never 
liaiipier than when he has brought people 
to complete destitution by conliscating 
their property, throwing them into 
chains, robbing families wholesale, seiz- 
ing and executing all persons of tribal 
inliuence and authority, and reducing en- 
tire races to a condition of powerless im- 
potence." 

The Khalifa thought it incumbent on 
bis iKisition to niaintaiu..a large estab- 
lishment, and as this was also ,in. con- 
formity with his own inclinations, he 
gradually became possessor of a harem 
of over 400 wives. 

" In accordance with the Mohammedan 
law, he had four legal wiv^s, who belong 
to free tribes; but, being a lover of 
change, Ko never hesitated to divorce 
them at will, and take others in their 
places. The other wbnieh of the" house- 
hold consist, f or tlie most part,- of young 
girls, many of whom belong to tribes 
which have been forced to accept Mah- 
disni. and whose husbands and fflthers 
fought against him. They are, there- 
fore, regarded as booty, and have only 
the rights and claims of concubines, or, 
in some cases, of slaves. This large 
assortment of ladies varies in color from 
light brown to the deepest black, and 
comprises ^Imost every tribb in the Sou- 
dan. ■ » • » Occasionally ho holds 
an inspection of his entfre household and 
makes use of such opportunities to rid 
himself of those of whom he is weary, 
in' drdijf 'fe' raakcroom for -new attrac- 
tions. Those disposed of in this way 
he generally passes, on to his neor rela- 
tives, his special favorites, or his ser- 
vants. * ' • i The Khalifa's prin- 
cipal wife is Sahra,' and bolongs to Iiis 
own tribe. ' She' has shared with bim 
from earliest days all his joys and sor- 
rows, and is the mother of his oldest 
children, Osman and Kndija. During 
the early years of his reign he would only 
eat the simplest food, cooked by her or 
under her superintendence. It consist- 
ed, as a rule, merely of asida, roast meat 
and chickens; but as bis household in- 
creased, he began to try tlie various 
sorts of cookery know.n to iiis now wives, 
many of whom were acquainted with 
the TurkiHb and Egyptian methods; and 
now, in place of the simple food, he in- 
dulges , in far imore luxurious fare, 
though 'to "outward appearance he still 
pretends to lead a life of simplicity and 
abstinence. • ♦ * Abdullalii's dress 
consists of a Jibba, made of superfine 
wliito cotton cloth with a colored border, 
loose .cotton d^rawers, and on bis bead a 
beautifully • made Mecca silk ■ skull-cap, 
around which- a small white turban is 
wound. ''Around, his body a narrow 
strip'Of ■COttonj'tabout.five yards long, 
called wassan,' is worn, and a light 
shawl of tlie some material is thrown 
across bis shoulders. He formerly wore 
sandals, but latterly ho has taken to 
wearing soft leather stockings, of a light- 
brown color, and yellow shoes. When 
walking, he carries a sword in his left 
hand,, and in his right a beautifnlly 
worked Hndendoa spear, which he uses 
as a. walking-stick. He is invariably 
accompaniedi bjr. 12 or 15 little boy- 
slaveft tts his' personal atlendants. Many 
of these are children of Abyssinian Chris- 
tians soiicod by Abu' Anga and Zeki 1 uin- 
mal. Their duty. is to remain always 
near him, and- act as his messengers to 
various parts of the town. They usher 
into his presence all visitors, and miisl 
be ready day nnd night U> carry Ins 
orders, "yVhon. they reach the age of 1, 
or 18, they are:drnfted into the ranks of 
the mulazemin, andv" their places are 
.taken by, others. The Khaiifa thinks 
that bjf employirigToungoboyS, his secrets 



are less likely to be betrayed, and in this 
lic is not fai wiuug, Vrlit-ii one considers 
the extraordinary amount of bribery and 
corruption which prevails among the 
older classes. Within the house, into 
which these young boys are never ad- 
mitted, he employs young eunuchs, who 
wait upon him, while (he more advanced 
in age of this nnfortumUe class are rele- 
gated to the outer dependencies of the 
lioiiseliold. Even these juvenile domes- 
tics suffer considerable brutality at his 
haiuls. The slightest mistakes are pun- 
isheil by Hogging, or the offenders are 
tliruwn into chains and starved. <■ ■» • 
Utterly ignorant of reatliiiK and writing, 
the Khalifa orders all letters that ar- 
rive to be.liiiiided to his secretaries, Abu 
el (Jaseiii and Mudasscr, who lire oliliged 
to explain the con(en(s and wiite reiilies 
ill accordance with the orders. These 
two individuals lead a wretched life, for 
(licy know (hat he will not forgive the 
slightest iiiistak(>, and should lie have 
the least suspicion of their having re- 
vealed any of his secrets, even through 
carelessness, he would not hesitate to 
treat them as he treated (heir ciaiirades, 
.Vhmedi and his four brothcrt;, who, hav- 
ing been accused of comiiiunicatiug willi 
(he Asliraf, were execiUed." 

Oiudurniau, the new city that he built 
on the Nile, opposite the ruins of Khar- 
toum, which has just ;f alien; is, described 
as follows: r' r ' 

"Here he has centralized all power, 
stored up all ammunition^ "and gathered 
under his personal surveillance nil those 
whom be suspects, obliging them to say 
the Uve prayers daily In his presence, 
and listen to bis sermons, 'He has di-- 
clareil Omdurman to bo the sacred city 
of the Mahdi. It Is strange to think 
(hat ten years ago this great town was 
merely u I'ttle village, lying opposite (o 
Khartoum, aud inhabited by a few brig- 
ands. • ♦ • The townS^of Omdur- 
man is built for the most part on fairly 
level grouud, but here nnd there are ft 
few small hills. The soil consists most-, 
ly of hard, red clay, and is very stony, 
with oecasioiml patches of saiul. For 
his own convenience, the Khalifa has 
driven large, straight roads through vari- 
(jus parts of the towii, and to muke way 
for these, numbers Of houses were level- 
ed, but no couipeusution was given to 
their owners. • • • With the ox- 
ception of the few broad roads which 
(he Khalifa has made for his own con- 
venience, the only communications be- 
tween the various quarters consist of 
numbers of n^rrdw, wiuding lanes; and 
hi all these thb tilth of tlie city is eolloet- 
ed. Their wretched condition and the 
smells which emanate from these pesti- 
lential by-paths are beyond description. 
Dead horses, cuniels, donkeys and goats 
bbick the Wiiy, and the foulest refuse 
lies scaKercd about. Before certain 
feast-days the Khalifa issues (U-deis (bat 
(he city" is to be cleaned; but, beyond 
sweeping' all these carcasses and refuse 
into 'corners, nothing further is done; 
and when tlie rainy season begins, the 
fetid air e.vhaling from these decaying 
rubbish-honps generally produces some 
ifatal opideniic, -which sweeps oil the in- 
habitants by huudreds." 

The prison is situated in the south- 
eastern (luarter of the city, near the 
river, and is surrounded by a high wall: 

"A gate, strongly guarded day and 
night by armed blacks, gives access to 
an inner court, in which several small 
mud nn'd stone huts have been erected. 
During the daytime the unhappy prison- 
ers, most of them heavily chained and 
manacletl, lie about in the shade of the 
buildings. Complete silence prevails, 
broken only by the clanking of the 
chains, the hoarse orders of the hard- 
hearled warders, or the cries of some 
poor wretch who is being mercilessly 
llogged. Some of the prisoners who 
have specially incurred the Khalifas 
displeasure are loaded with heavier 
chains and manacles than the rest, and 
are interned in the small huts and dc?- 
barred from all intercourse with their 
fellow-prisoners. They generally recjive 
i.uly sulUeieut nourishment to keep tb.em 
alive. 

"Ordinary jirisoners receive no reg'.i- 
lar supply of food; but their relatives 
are aUowed lo provide for them: It of- 
ten happens that long before a im-al 
reaches the person for whom it is intend- 
ed, a very large portion of it lias been 
consumed by the rapacious and iinscnt- 
pulous warders, and somet'unes the pris- 
oner gets nothing whatever. At night 
the wretchiMl creatures are driviMi like 
sheep into the stone InKs, which are not 
proviiled wi(h windows, and an^ conse- 
(luently (iui(e unventilated. Itcgardlcss 
of prayers aud entreaties, they are push- 
ed pell-mell in(o those living graves 
which are generally so (ightl.v packed 
(hat it is quite impossible (o he down. 
The weaker are trampled down by (he 
stronger, and nu( infi-e(iuently (he ward- 
er opens the door in the uiornmg (o hud 
(hat some of the victims have succumb- 
( d to suffocation and ill-usage ia these 
horrible cells. It is a painful sight to see 
scores of half-suffocated individuals 
pouring out oi: these dens, bathwl In per- 
spiration, and utterly exhausted by the 
turmoil of the long nnd sleepless night. 
Once emerged they sink down more dead 
than alive, under the shade of the wiills, 
and spend the romninder of the day in 
trying to recover from the effects of the 
previous night, and gain suflloient 
strength to undergo the horrors of that 
which is to follow." 

The moral condition of the people is 
touched on in those words: . . i. ■ 

"The attempted regeneration of . -tne 
faith by the Mahdi, who disregarded 
the former religious teacliing ami cus- 
toms, has resulted In a detei"""""''o" of 
morals, which, even at the best of times, 
were very lax in the Soudan. I'artly for 
fear of the Khi[illfa, and party for their 
own personal interests and advantages, 
the people have made religion a mere 
profession; nnd this has now become 
their second nature, and has broiiglit 
with it a condition of iinninralily which 
is almost indescribable. The iiiajority 
of the inhabitants, unhappy and dis- 
contented with the existing state of al- 
fairs, and fearing that their per.sonal 
freedom mav become even more res(ri< (- 
ed than it is, seem to luivo determined 
to enjov their life as iiiucb as their 
moans will allow, and to lose no tune 
about it. As there is practically no 
social life or spiritual intercourse, they 
seem to have resolved to make up lor 
this want by indulging their passions for 
women to an almonnal (extent. Their 
object is to obtain as many of these in 
marriage as possible, as well as con- 
cubines; and the Mabdi's tends allow 
them the fullest scope in this diroction. 
... I know many men who, in (he 
space of ten years, have been married 
fm-ty or fifty (iinos at least; anil there 
are "also many women who, during the 
same period, have bad fifteen or twenty 
husbands, and, in their cas(>, the law en- 
joins (hat between each divorce they 
must wait (liree months at least. As a 
rule, concubines, of whom a man may 
legally have as many ns he likes, load a 
most immoral .life. They nirely live in 
tin? same house OS their master,, unless 
they have children by him. in which case 
(hey can not ho sold; but in the majority 
of cases they are bought with the ob- 
ject of being retained merely for a very 
short time, and i subsequently sold again 
at a profit. This oi)tistant chnnging of 
hands leads to 8:rcat .moral deterioration. 
Their youth' and beauty, quicltly fade; 
nnd, as a rule, they age premiiturolyy and 
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then enter upon a life of hardship and 
moral degredation which it is almost 
impossible to conceive." 

All trade is in a state of depression 
except the slave-trade. Much is told of 
tiie horrors of this trafllc, and in the 
following paragraph the sufferings of 
the .Vbyssinian Christians taken captive 
in war are dwelt upon: 

"Of the thousands of Abyssinian Chris- 
tians seized by Abu Anga, the majority 
were women and children; and under the 
cruel lash of the whip they were forced 
to march on foot the whole distance from 
.'Vbyssinia to Omdurman; wrenched from 
their- families, provided with scarcely 
enough food to keep body and soul to- 
gether, bare-footed, and almost naked, 
Ihey were driven through the country 
like herds of cattle. The grealer number 
number of them perished mi (he road; 
and those who arrived at Oiiidurmaii 
were in so pitiable a condition that pur- 
chasers could scarcely be found for 
them, while numbers were given away 
for nothing by the Khalifa. After the 
defeat of the Skill uks, Zeki Tuninial 
packed thousands of these wretched 
cre.'ituros iiilo the small barges used for 
(he transport of his troops, and despatch- 
ed them to Omdurman. Hundreds died 
from suffdcation and overcrowding on 
(he journey: and, on Ihe arrival of (he 
i-cmnant, (he Khalifa aiipropriatcd most 
of (he young men as recruits for his 
body-guard, while the women and young 
girls were sold by public auction, which 
lasted several days. Hungry, and in 
many cases naked, these unfortunate 
creatures lay huddled together in front 
of the Beit i'l Mai. For food, they were 
given an utterly inadequate quantity of 
uncooked dhurra. Hundreds fell ill, and 
for these poor wretches it was also inn- 
possible to find purchasers. - Wearily 
they , dragged their emaciated bodies to 
the river bank. Where they died; and as 
nobody would take the trouble to burj- 
them, the corpses were pushed into the 
river and swept away." 

Mahmoud Ahmed, who, it will bo re- 
called, was captured last April at At- 
bnra nnd lost most of hU army there, 
was intor\-iowed at Cairo the other day 
by the editor of a little French journal 
piiblished in that city. I^Iahmoud is a 
near relative of the Khalifa Abdullahi. 
On being asked what chance he thought 
the Egyptians had of regaining Khar- 
toum, he said, turning to Slatin Pasha: 
"You wait till you get to Khartoum. 
There annihilation awaits die Anglo- 
Egyptian force, else there is no longer 
faith among the dervishes. My uncle 
has declared Oindurman to be the sacv 
red city of the Mahdi; who holds Oin- 
duman holds Khartoum." "But," said 
Slatin, meekly, "I am a good Mussulman 
and yet the inevitable happened, and the 
inevitably will happen in the case of 
your uncle, the Khalifa." The dervishes 
(lid light with fanatical courage, but they 
were not able to stand before the modern 
rapid-fire machine guns. The Ambs 
(hew (heniselves in fierce charges upon 
various poiii(s of (he British formation, 
liul (he Maxims hewed horrible lanes 
through their ranks, and the deadly 
\olley fire of the British and Egyptian 
b.'iKalinns annihilated them in the act of 
charging.

the Gold Output.

A second treasure ship to roach Vic- 
•torta'froui St. Michael yostordny was the 
.steamer Alpha, whose passengei-s, one 
hundred odd, represented upwards of :i 
milliou dollars. That nmount did not 
of course come down ou the stoamor, 
but a large per contngo of it did, and 
what did not was to be found iu checks, 
the principal' holders of which are men- 
tioned elsewhere. A great number of 
the p:iscDgcrs were still clad iu their 
furs, aud in this way tostilied to the 
facts that ulmost every twenty-four 
hours marks a drop iu the lemporaturo 
at St. Michael. The steamer left there 
just fifty hours after the Danube, ut 
midnight on September 15, and made a 
smart run to port, the sea beiug found as 
calm as a mill pond but 'the ocean 
stormy and rough. A cull was made at 
Ounalaska on the lilth inst., and while 
here the pilot, Captain Ulnreiice N. Co.v, 
one of A'ictoria's best known sealing 
men acquainted himself as best he could 
during the throe or four hours' stay in 
port, with the moycmentB of the sealers.

This 
Is the formula: Kqual parts of essential 
oil of oranges and of alcohol. 

Just u few drops of this Is put in a small 
liasiu of water lu which you diji the comb. 
As most of us revel In curls or wavy pomp- 
adours the extract could bo used only at 
night and after the brushing. Gliiiping the 
hair every two weeks will keeij It even, 
and will snip away the split ends. 

Should the hair bo inclined to fall out, 
it shows most Invariably that the physical 
condition is not of the best. Vwre olive oil 
rubbed directly on the scalp after n sham- 
jioo gives nourishment to the roots, and 
will oft-tlnios imt now lite In them. This 
tonic, too, win make the hair grow: Oil 
of sweet almonds, 00 grammes; essence of 
rosemary, 00 grammes; oil of mace, 2 
grammes. 

Anoint the scalp with this every night 
and wash the hair weekly.

It would be somewhat Inter- 
esting to know of what sort are the moutb- 
fuls of air lio liabitiialiy breathes In the ' 
iionic, or how many times over and over 
again lie breathes the same air. 

Kven Willi best prccess of ventilation, 
it is absolutely impossll)io to have the 
air in inliabited rooms as pure as .' is 
<Mitside, aitiiough It may be closely approx- 
imated. 

In cold weather the two grcatc8ib..ob- ' 
stacles to free ventilation are: (1) the fear 
of draughts, nnd (2) the o-TpenSe of warm- 
ing the incoming cold air. Now, it Is better 
to avoid strong, cold draughts. But to 
moderate draughts one is better to gradu- 
ally get accustomed, by a little extra 
clothing, and fearless use — occasional ex- 
po.sure to them. One cnn usually so treat 
tliose felt currents of air tliat they will 
give no more trouble than is usunllv ex- 
perienced in driving In n carriage against 
the wind. Why should they? It is thp 
fear of them, for tiie most part, that pro- 
duces the chilly feeling, nnd sometimes the 
little ncho or pnlu somewhere, or the- con- 
gested nostrils; Most persons are more 
accustomed to breathing alrcadv over- 
breathed, impure air in their dwellings 
than they are to drauKhts; hence, eliielly, 
the more marked effects of the latte'r. 
Hence, largely, too, the Iniigonr, want, of 
life and headaches so common, especially 
in tlie morning. 

Itespccting the expense of warming nir, 
it Is better to pay for extra fuel to warm, 
to (iO to (),") degrees Fahr., abundance of 
inire outdoor air, however cold it may be, 
than to pay even that "butcher's bill." 

Most persons grudge; more paying the 
fuel bill, or the cost of warming dwellings 
In the winter, talk more about It, thon of 
the butcher's bill, or of that for luxuries 
or amusements. Air being the first essen- 
tial of life, should receive first nnd most 
liberal considerntion In this respect. 

few understand, or can readily conceive, 
iiow large a quantity of fresh air It Is nec- 
essary to let into dw-eillngs in order to 
keep tlie air Inside Hufilciontiy pure to keep 
at par even a uiodorato degree of health, 
not to mention full iienlth nnd rigorous 
life, in its Inmates, or to keep the nIr 
within fairly or reasonably pure. While 
not less than 2,000 to 4,000 cubic feet per 
head 'per' hour Is recommended In some 
modern Institutions, provision Is made for 
the Intake of live or six times this amount. 

The season is approaching for closing 
up inlets for the cool, pure outer nIr In 
(Iw-elllngs. Let mo urge that great modcrn- 
tloii be exercised In this respect; that 
openings for Incessant niouthfuls of fresh 
air lie left for all the inmates. l''ow can 
be outdoors all the time, even all day. 
I'.ut much of the outdoors can bo bro.ugbt 
into the dwellings b.v one or other of sev- 
eral simple processes and e.xtra coal. In ■ 
suinining up future household expenses, 
count on, and lay In, u few tons of coni, 
in- a ton or tw-o may BuOlce for a small 
family. It Is solely In the Interests of 
those who are not healthy and vigorous, 
and there are iiian.v siicli—man.v wiio do 
not know what good, vigorous health re- 
all.v Is, most commonly- from want of the 
oxj-gen of fresh nlr, and not in the Inter- 
e.it of the coal dealers, I am writing. 

Some hints on simiile methods of ventila- 
ntlon may best be left for another article.

Mieh'iel With Mauy Meu aud 
Much Gold. 



Boagh Weather Encountered on 
Botk the Upward aud Down- 
ward Trip. 



Ot the late boats t'o arriw from St. 
SlichacI, tlie steamer Danube, briefly ire- 
ferrod to yesterday morning, was the 
richest, she having on board mors men 
who' have made money -in Canada's 'big 
mioixig district, then any of the other ro- 
cent arriviils. Of course these men did 
not bring .all they iiuido out with tliem, 
for, like all who have made a big stake, 
they still have confidence in the country 
arid have rc-lnvested their earnings. 

Purser Bishop estimates tliat there was 
$850,000 in du^t and drafts among th.c 
180 men on board. Most of this was 
held by a few, bat the others had sums 
ranging from a few hundred to ten 
thousand dollars. Major Morgjin, for ex- 
ample, who cleared np ?200,000 last win- 
ter, is said to have brought out $50,000; 
Mr. F. L. Kilpatriek, a partner of .Tos. 
Ladue, brought down a large sum, as did 
also Mr. William Batoman, of the Oak 
Lake company, who last February took 
in several barge loads of provisions and 
liquors, besides having a lot shipped in 
by the way of St. Michael. The other 
members of the company aro coming out 
by the up-river route. Mr. .Tohn G. 
Cameron, formerly of the Colonist hotel, 
iini] Mr. Frank, formerly foreman of the 
A'ictoria rice mills, both of whom took 
in cattle, came down and are well satis 
ficd with their experiences. Tliey will 
return almost imme<liately to work 
chiims that they have acquired. An- 
other Victorian, who has nothing to com- 
plain of is Mr. Robert Sinclair, of James 
Bav, who drove a handsome, cab before 
he caught the gold fever. • He was one 
of the fortunate late -arrivals who se- 
cured a claim on French hill, a half inter- 
est in whiich he sold for $40,000. Mr. 
Hannah, another Victorian, is also put 
down in the. list, of "done wells." 

Perhaps, ■ however, there was not a 
man on the boat who could better afford 
to be pleased than Capt. John Irving, 
manager of the Canadian P.icific Navi- 
gation company. In the first place he 
established himself ns one of the most 
popular and competent navigators on the 
river and secondly he had the host boat 
on the Yukon, the latter fact of course 
having to be credited to Mr. Alexander 
Watson, the designer of the Yukoiior, 
under whoso direction she was built, and 
the engineer and ship carpe.itors, who 
did the work. As mentioned yesterday, 
she mflde the fastest trip on record from 
St. Michael to Dawson an.] i-^tui-ti, fiAV- 
ering the distance in thirty days, includ- 
ip<r u ston oj nine days) at Dawson, Cnp- 
taln Irvfnp wns unable to secure pilots 
on the down trip and although he had 
been on the river but once, he miido 
the trip through the flats from Clrcli! 
Cit>- to Fort Yukon, without once touch- 
ing the bars, despite the fact that he 
went to the assistance of the boats that 
were stuck. The Yukoner was crowde<l 
with 27."> passengers from Dawson. On 
top of all this success ho sold the Yu- 
koner just before leaving St. Iilichael to 
Pat Galvin. the Klondike millionaire. 
Tlie price was IjctwrM^n forty and fifty 
thousand dollars, which is considerchl 
bit', Oalvin, hov.-ever, had to have th» 
Yukoner, as he had n lot of goodc, at St. 
Michael and she was the only available 
boat that stood any chance of reaching 
Df.wson— and the chances are none too 
good even with her. The water was 
very low in the river when the Yukoner 
came down and Captain Irving says not 
half oC the 76 river boats, which he 
passed will reach. Dawson. , Some of 
them were already on sand bars with 
prospects of sponding' the Ibng winter 
there. The Governor' Pirigree and the 
Lowel -the , AraeH^n . -stonmers which 
have on board the winter's supplies for 
the.Canndinn forces, were mot HOO miles 
above St. Michael late in August Both 
w^re strnnde<l and to make matters 
worse, the T^owe had a broken wheel. 

The Danube encountered very rough 
vreather on the up trip, occupying three 
days in making the run to the North 
end of the Island. The wind blow with 
hurricane force. On the down trip she 
also had very bad weather, getting a 
touch of the storm wiiich II. M. S. Am- 
phion reported. There were very few 
people nt St. Michael when she left but 
seven steamers were expecte<l down, all 
loaded with passengers. Tlie Brixhnm, 
Connemaugh and Portland were waiting 
for them, and the Boanoko was also ex 
perted from the South. The Bertha left 
DnW'Ii Harbor a few hours ahead of the 
naiiv'''e for San I'Vaiicisco with n full 
Iliad I" piissi^ 'u'ers and the sleani schno- 
Tii'r Fulton left two days before her.

WHICH AKB WE TO BELIEVE ? 

Sir — There are in circulation a number 
of leaflets published in the liquor-dealing 
interest, showing by liguroa that, under 
prohibition, drunkenness, crime and the 
consumption of liquors increase. On the 
other band, the temperance people pub 
lish leallets sliow-ing by Ugure.-i that 
drunkenness and crime (iecrease under 
prohibition. The facility of figures to 
prove opposite sides of a question be- 
comes thus strikingly apparent, and the 
voter is exciiscable if ho finds hiui.se;; 
perplexed. 

To get at a fair judgment it hi: 
well to exaniiiu- the sources of tliii- 
campaign literature. It may be assumei; 
for courtesy s.ike that botli parties art 
animated by a liuniano desire for the bet 
terment of mankind. Both profess ab 
horrence of drunkenness and a wish to 
eliminate the evils of drink; but it is evi- 
dent that one party or' the- other has its 
judgment biassed. 

In an ordinary political campaign many 
considerations are involved. The " outs" 
want to get in. The salaries and govern 
nient patronage are v.-orth striving for 
aud every iiiau'.s business is more or les.'- 
affected by the policy of the country 
Patriotism inlluences the voter, of 
course, but what benefits his own Imsi- 
iicss usually scciuh to him the patriotic 
course. Anil this is right, fur when 
the majority rules, the advantage of tlu 
majority ought to be the policy of thu 
state. 

The temperance people have no money 
at stake on tliis issue. They are not in 
the business ot furnishing water or oth 
er potables. No trovernnient olllce.s bang 
on this vote. Yet they are devoting 
money, time and talent to their cause 
The advantages they are seeking are 
humane and moral. They wish to sav<' 
their children and their neighbors from 
the demoralization of drink. Their argu- 
ments are addressetl to the generoUi^ 
aud noble feelings. 

'J'he liquor dealers are struggling for 
their pocUets. However sincere their 
belief that prohibition will not promote 
temperance, it is yet obvious that their 
business profits bias their judgments. 
The arguments on which they appear ti 
rely are addressed to the selfish instincts 
Their craft is in danger and they would 
hardly be human beings if this did not 
inlluence their opinions. 

Their buMin(>ss is a profitable one. They 
tell ns that llieri- are invested 15 to 'S 
million dollars in the liquor business 
Now, according to the report of tlio Iloy- 
.-il Comniissiou on the liquor traffle for 
1.S90-1, there are paid .$39-870,854 for 
liquor in Canada every year. If that be 
so then the liquor dealers investment 
returns KiO to 2f;0 per cent per annum 
A bonanza like that is enough to liia.' 
any nmn's judgment. One who owns a 
Imsiness so profitable finds it hard to 
think it demoralizing. I do not say that 
the saloon keei)or would publish what he 
believes to be false, but I do^say that ho 
will give ready credence and circulation 
to any Btitoniont which help a business 
so cxcetHlingly profitable to him. 

Tho temperance people may be mi.s 
taken— all meu are liable to err-;-but their 
motives are pure and patriotic. No 
money greed affects their judgmcut. Can 
the same thing be said for the liquor 
dealers ? -.. , , 

When tlion tlio liquor men's circulars 
tell me that Maine, Vermont and Kansas 
are being ruined commercially andtmor- 
ally by prohibition I do not feel bound to 
accept their Btntemonta. I set against 
them the fact that those states continue 
their prohibitory laws aud are increasing- 
ly energetic in enforcing them. 

That prohibition has been tried in 
some places and then given up, as in 
Ontario under tho Scott act looks bad 
for prohibition, but how comes it that 
Ontario is now eager to get prohibition 
again ? Does not this show that all oth 
er methods arc inelllcient ? 

Tliore is a poster on tho fences sotting 
forth that through the loss of revenue 
from liquor prohibition will involve di- 
rect taxation at ?2 a head for the inhab- 
itants of Canada. This may alarm some 
men. It does not alarm me. I can save 
more than that by doing without liquor. 
A good many men of my acquaintance 
can snvo it ten times over. If the suf;- 
g\>sted tax is a burden to anybody it i 
such to total abstainers, and to no others, 
and so far as I can see total abstainers 
are not worrying over it. For myself 
I consider .f2 a head a very cheap jirice 
to pay for the exemption of my boy 
from temptation.

greis loi'.glUKle. 'J'he piirty rouiiil llttli 
to Justify tlielr search In that country 
uiid tiirnVd their steps homeward. L'poi 
reachmg Sylvester's Landnig, i.ii the Ui-usi 
river, tuey found three men with thlrteei 
horses busily engagcHl lu cutting hay am 
storing It for tUu winter, they having 
decided to winter at that polut Upon 
i iiti reil into conversation with the leader, 
.Mr. I'rawley found to his surprise that 
tlie eiiiiicliited traveller was none other 
tluiii Ills old friend Dr. John I". Bennett, 
ot Halifax, N. S., who last .March startei' 
III to Diiwsou, via the route Imlk-ateil li 
the foregoing. iJr. Bennett Is a graduate 
of Hush College, and had ample fmjds at 
his uisposal to projierly equip the erpe<ll 
tlon. He took a large stock ot suplles, 
employing thirteen pack horses for the 
purpose of carrying them on to the Klua- 
illke. At his. friend's : request the doctor 
hiuTleUly wrote out the following synopsis 
of the trip. 

Sylvester Landing, Sept 5, 1898. 

I have Just arrived here, en route to 
the Klondike, over the Kdmonton route, 
and 1 must say that It Is the most lii- 
fernnl swindle that ever - was .placed In 
front of tho public. I left March Ist, 
aud have been travelling ever since over 
a countrv at>oundlng la muskegs and 
falling timber. Itaftlug rivers anil creeks 
Is one of the many things one has to 
do, and Olio's life Is always In danger do- 
ing so. The press advertised the Edmon- 
ton route as the poor man's route, but 
I fall to see It. In the first place. It Is 
fourteen hundred miles from Kdmonton 
to Sylvester's Landing by the tnill, and, 
remember, vou cannot go North from 
Peace river, without corafng this way (Syl- 
vester'a Landing), as only ono man CVCr 
made It, Cavuse Graham, and be told me 
himself It was simply awful. But leaving 
that aside and returning to the point, a 
man Inking In two years' provisions, which 
he must do, neeils at least ten horses, as 
no horse can nnike the trlji over this tnill 
and cany , over JOO pounds, and the ma- 
jority of tho horsoit carrying that weight 
aro knocked out long before t ley get 
this distance. The mounted poUci,- left 
Edmonton In Soptomhei', 1S97. ami ni-rlved 
here la August, after buying a new out- 
lU of horses and goods nt Fort Craliiini. 
the others having died, n few being shot 
to feed the dogs. . The trip w-lll post the 
govprnment a nice little sum, and It I 
to be hoped that the prosa will do all In 
Its power to let tho public know tljnt the 
Kdmonton route Is Impractlenhle. I will 
now give vou tho relative distar.ces from 
ICdmonton "to Svlvpster. First, Edmonton 
to Slave Lake, .'iOO miles; Slave Lake t 
I'paee river eios-sing, 80 nillea; Peace rlvpr 
crossing to Fort St. John, 200 miles; St 
John to Fort Orahnm, WW) miles; Fort 
C.ralinin to Svlvester's Landing, -lOn miles 
and Mr. Walker, ot Walker creek farm 
tells me It Is fully noo miles from here to 
Pclly banks, and no trail. With regnril to 
the gold lu the conntry, Biifncc It to say 
that the best bars on the rpaowneil Feacp 
river pay at tho most one dollar a day. 
nnd Indians and four men who have boon 
tlipro Bay that the river never did imy. 
Spvprnl nnrtlon tried to make n grutistako 
on thp FIndlnv nnd Ppncp, but failed, and 
they nearly all went back B,'id, but wiser 
men.
